Test of Democracy

Intervention In Steel Strike Is Questioned 


Right in front of our eyes a test 
oi the strength of the D em ocratic 
system is going on. The steel strike 
has produced such b ig losses to 
the pub lic that 
m any 
people 
looking for the 
easy way out— 
are urging the 
governm ent to 
step in and “ do 
s o m e t hing.’ 
T h i s is sup­ 
posed to 
lead 
to a s e t t l e - 
m ent. B u t 
it 
could 
lead 
to 
d b v x§ u* r * » « 
state capitalism — the very thin? 
Mr. Khrushchev 
says 
b oastfully 
will prove to b e the victorious sys­ 
tem of the future. 
Once the people give up control 
of their own affairs in peacetim e 
and decide to let the governm ent 
fix wages and prices, the party 
in power will b e in a position to 
decide everything else—including 
the governm ent’s use of tax money 
as capital to b uy up the steel in­ 
dustry, the 
railroads 
and 
any 
other b usiness. 
The b ystanders who 
want 
the 
Tail H a rtle y Act invoked know, ot 
course, that at the end of the 80- 
day cooling off period under that 
law there is no legal ob ligation 
upon either the employers or the 
unions to a^ree to a settlement. 
The invoking of governm ent in­ 
junctions to b ring the workers hack 
to the plants doesn’t settle any­ 
thing. 
What then is the solution? If it 
is not to b e a government-imposed 
se,dem ent, what can b e done0 
Is 
compulsory 
arb itration 
a 
way out? 


THE ANSWER to this is that it 
depends on which side has the po 
litical 
influence 
to 
choose 
the 
arb itrators. 
There is, indeed, a solution and 
it’s the only dem ocratic way to 
b ring ab out the settlem ent of b ig 
strikes. It’s b y laying the case in 
ail its details b efore the conjt of 
pub lic opinion 
If the American people, includ­ 
ing the workers themselves, could 
really get a clear picture of the 
principles involved, 
there 
is 
no 
question ab out what the verdict 
would b e in each case. F'or the 
pub lic, including the workers, can 
tell what is fair and who is right. 
Thus far the A m erican people 
have never b een given a thorough 
under - landing of 
w hat 
collective 
b argaining is or rather wha? it is 
supposed to b e 
If it m eans that one side m akes 
all the concessions and that once 
a point is conceded in a given 
y ear it b ecomes perm anent and 
newer can b e changed in collective- 
b argaining agreem ents 
in 
future 
years, even if economic conditions 
change, then indeed the process is 
so inflexib le that it is no longer 
“ b argaining 
It b ecomes instead 


a dictated settlem ent 
with 
one 
side—the m ore powerful econom ic 
group at the tim e—b ecoming the 
dictator. 
If, m oreover, the workers the m ­ 
selves do not get the facts and set 
their officers 
decide 
the 
issues 
without consulting the desires of 
the union m em b ers as they could 
b e expressed in secret b allots, then 
the dictatorship of a few over the 
m any will have b een estab lished 


THE ISSUES, to b e sure, are 
not confined m erely to the parties 
to the dispute 
The pub lic, it has 
often b een said, is the “ party of 
the third pa rt.’’ If this b e so, then 
a com prehensive presentation 
of 
the principles as well as the facts 
involved in the application o: those 
principles is even m ore necessary. 
Take the latest move in the steel 
strike F'or weeks the unions ha \e 
b een complaining that industry had 
m ade no offer and that there was 
no negotiating going on. 
The industry did m ake an offer 
in the last few days. It was im ­ 
m e d i a t e l y rejected b y the unions 
as “ totally unacceptab le ” 
Is it possib le that in this long 
and complicated offer, which, in­ 
cluded m any b enefits in pensions, 
compensation in the first year and 
a wage increase in the second year, 
there was nothing acceptab le to 
the unions'’ To ask the question ts 
to answ er it 
David McDonald, head 
of 
the 
Steelworkers Union, in com m ent­ 
ing on the offer pub licly conceded 
that there would b e pension and 
insurance b enefits b ut he ob jected 
to the unions’ paying anything for 
them. He declared that for the in­ 
dustry and the unions each to pay 
half of the increased b enefits m ean 
a decrease in “ take home pay 
for 
the workers. 


SINCE WHEN is the money con­ 
trib uted toward pension and insur­ 
ance b enefits no longer an invest­ 
ment of pay b y the employe and 
m erely a cost to b e paid 100 per 
cent b y the em ployer0 
Must all “ fringe” b enefits here­ 
after b e paid b y the em ployer b y 
m eans of an increase in wages to 
cover all such pension and insur­ 
ance costs? 
If so, then there is no other way 
out of it b ut to 
increase 
steel 
prices and b ring on more and m ore 
inflation that causes the dollar to 
decline in purchasing power and 
penalizes 
especially 
t h e fixed- 
income citizens, of whom there are 
m any millions. 
What is needed is m ore pub lics*v 
—m ore pub lic discussion 
the 
facts underlying the steel ’dispute. 
For they do indeed concern the 
pub lic. 
Unfortunately, too m any people 
say, “ let the governm ent settle i t ” 
T ha t’s the way to state control of 
everything and. if that s coming, 
theie had b etter b e a few apologies 
offered soon to Mr, Khrushchev.
